With more than $1,500,000 to 
be distributed among some 236 
grower members, representing 
approximately 2000 acres of cit- 
rus groves in this district, the 
Upland Citrus association, largest 
single member of the Ontario- 
Cucamonga or O. K. Exchange, 
is now rounding out the most 
successful year in its history, it 
was announced today, following 
the annual meeting of the or- 
ganization Saturday. 


In presenting his report, A. J. 
Nielson, association manager, 
stated that while it was impos- 
sible to give complete detailed 
figures at this time, due to the 
fact that the fiscal year does 
not close until October 31, it 
was evident that growers will re- 
ceive in excess of $1,500,000 for 
839 carloads of fruit shipped 
during the year, as against $1,- 
104,317 for 844 carloads in 1918- 
19, the highest previous record.

Members of the Upland police | 


department were convinced today 
that the skeleton dug from a 
shallow grave in Kramer Broth- 
ers’ nursery in the Red Hill dis- 
trict late Friday had lain in the 
ground for a great many years, 
but whether the remains are 
those of an early Spaniard who 
was slain by the Cucamonga In- 


dians or are those of a murder | 


victim buried in comparatively 


recent years they have been un- 


able to determine. 

The skull shows evidence of 
having been fractured and there 
are 
had been broken. The 
rusted remains of a knife or dirk, 
which had seemingly been placed 
on the dead man’s chest, was 
found, as were also the remains 
of a second knife and a much- 
rusted iron buckle, similar to 
those now used for trunk straps. 

The skeleton was found in a 
grave only about a foot and a 
half deep, when a workman dig- 
ging post holes spooned up the 
skull and «notified the Upland 
police department. The unearth- 


ing of the skeleton was com-; 


pleted under the direction of Of- 
ficer C. S. Lehman. The condi- 
tion of the teeth indicates that 
the victim was not an old man 
and he probably stood about 5 
feet 10 inches. Remains of 
clothing were so badly decom- 
posed as to be of no value to 
the police. 

This is the second skeleton to 
be unearthed in the Upland sec- 
tion within a year. Some months 
ago, 
digging up an old pipe line on 
Mountain avenue, they found the 
skeleton of a man strapped to 
the main near Twenty-second 
street, and some distance fur- 
ther unearthed the skull. This 
skeleton was believed to be the 
murder victim of a gang of Hin- 
doos who were employed in lay- 
ing the pipe some 20 years ago.
